CURIOSITIES or POPULATION, 
— — 

Of the 50,000,000 of people in the 
United States, according to the last 
census, only 6,679,943 were foreign 
born. There are ennumerated 6,632, - 
549 colored people. These items, says 
the San Francisco Bulletin, make very 
near a numerical match. Those who 
think the country is overrun with for- 
eigners, or is likety to be, will do well 
to study the census returns. Six mil- 
lion ia fifty million! And the chil- 
dren ef these foreigners all becoming 
Americans as fast as they are educa. 
ted or grown up! It is an interesting 
fact that the majority of the children 
of foreigners in San Francisco, or 
those who were foreign born, have a 

pride in being Americans 
than those ot any otherclass. They 
frequently refuse to go in processions 
made up of foreigners—German, Ital- 
ian, French and others—declaring 
with great emphasis that they are 
Americans. Although foreign immi- 
gration to this country was never 
greater than now, yet the increase of 
the native, population is so rapid that 
the proportion of foreigners to natives 
will not be readily changed fur some 
time to come. 

While there is a part of this foreign 
element which maintains its distinct 
character, fthe most striking fact is 
that ‘all the children, or nearly all, 
are native as much by education and 
choice as by birth. The Italian, 
French, German, and so on, cannot 
be distinguished in the second genera- 
tion, The fusion is constantly going 
on. Among the more potential influ- 
ences is that of the public schools. 
Children who learn English cease to 
be foreigners. They are proud of their 
country and do not wish to be associ- 
ciated with any other. The Germans 
in the last census were 1,996,742. 
Ireland was represented by 1,854,571. 
British America was represented by 
717,084—a fact which confirms the 
theory that there is a constant immi- 
gration from the Dominion of Canada 
to the United States. Norway and 
Sweden have about 375,000. The 
present rate of immigration will fur- 
nish from 800,000 to 1,000,000 immi- 
grants annually—the smaller estimate 
being, perhaps, nearer the marx. The 
countries which have heretofore fur- 
nished the largest immigration are 
now the sources of the largest currents 
flowing into the country.

Bichop Hurst. 

Bishop J. F. Harst, D. D., the pre- 
siding officer of the Methodist Con- 
ference now in session in Reno, ar 
rived by this morning’s train from 
Oakland where be hus been in attend- 
ance upon the Califernia Conference. 
The Bishop is a gentleman of large 
experience and wide culture. Born 
in 1834 in Maryland, he graduated at 
Dickinson College in 1858. After his 


graduation he studied theology in 
Germany at Halle and Hidelburg, 
and, after his return to the United 
States, took pastoral work in New 
Jersey. In 1866 he took the theoleug- 
ical department of the Methodist In- 
stitute at Bremen, Germany, and for 
several years gave much time to 
travel. In 1878 he wae elected Pres- 
ident of Drew Theological Seminary, 
and there Jistinguished himself net 
onty as a teacher but as a financier, 
in lifting the seminary from its em- 
barrasssment. In 1880 he was elected 
to his present position of Bishop by 
what was practically a unanimous 
vote vf the General Conference. 
Bishop Hurst has been quite a volu- 
minous writer, having published, 
among other works, a History of 
Rationalism "’ (1865), “ Life in Father- 
land (1874), a translation of Hagen- 
bach’s History of the Church in the 
Eighteenth and Nineteenth Centuries” 
(two volumes—1869), Van Osterzee's 
Lectures in Defense of St. Jobn’s 
Gospel” (1869), Lange’s “ Comment- 
ary on Romans. The Bishop is on 
his way East, after a most complete 
and thorough visitation of the entire 
Pacific coast. He is most welcome to 
the hospitality of our mountain town.
